Wimer Refuses 
To O.K. Refund 


Says He Cannot Legally Pay 
Refund To Dance Hall 
Proprietors 


City Controller Earl Wimer today 
formally notified council in session 
in the city building th at he cannot 
legally approve various vouchers in 
his office covering refunds to pro­ 
prietors of dance halls where liquor 
is dispensed nor to proprietors of 
dance halls. 
His letter said th at *‘I feel the 
city should not institute the prac­ 
tice of using its general revenue for 
rewarding certain individuals for 
good behavior and that it should 
collect only the amount it intends 
to retain rather than to collect 100 
per cent then return 90 per cent.’’ 
He added that he feels th at a 
plan can be worked out, thus elim­ 
inating extra expense and work on 
the part of the police department, 
city clerk, controller and treasurer. 
Last year council adopted an or­ 
dinance sponsored by Mayor Mayne 
which placed a charge on dancing 
in places where liquor is dispensed 
and also in dance halls. 
The bill provided for a refund of 
90 per cent of the monies paid in 
providing police found the places 
had been conducted properly and 
police service vas not required. 
The proprietors of the places paid 
in the full amounts and were to 
receive all of their money except­ 
ing $3.00 a month in a refund, but 
so far the money has been held at 
the treasurer’s office. 
Some of the proprietors have re­ 
quested the refund, it has been 
learned.

Scales was captured when he was 
either unable to get into the ban­ 
dit’s car or trusted escape to flight 
by foot. The woman drove the car 
toward HillsviUe in making the es­ 
cape. Cities in bordering states are 
being watched. 
It was “Jack of Diamonds,” whose 
right name is Scales, first bank rob­ 
bing attem pt and although he held 
a hand loaded with a .32 automatic 
revolver, his play was trumped by 
the cashiers, Charles Weitz and V. 
I. Mandich and Chief of Police 
Archie Shoup, of Bessemer, who 
captured Scales shortly after he 
fled from the bank building. 
Scales Carried Gun 
Both Scales and his white com­ 
panion entered the bank while the 
Negress remained at the wheel of 
the car, but it was Scales, face 
covered with a blue bandana who 
leveled

re olver 
at 
Weitz who had Just finished doing 
business with a customer at num ­ 
ber two window. 
As the white companion stood at 
window number one, near the door 
and Weitz looked into the grim 
black automatic he thought quickly 
and

and his bandit pal, but brought V.

Trendley, b7, a wizard in 
penmanship, was asked by 
Edward J. Reilly, chief de­ 
fense c o u n s e l , if he had 
studied all evidence intro­ 
duced bv the state’s array of 
handwriting experts. Trend­ 
ley said he had. 
“As a result of your examination 
of the ransom notes and the ’request' 
writing of Hauptmann are you able 
to give an opinion whether the de­ 
fendant, Hauptman. wrote the ran ­ 
som notes.” asked Reilly. 
“I believe he did not,” said Trend­ 
ley, in a positive tone. 
Studied Ransom Notes 
Trendley said he studied the ran­ 
som notes for over two hours. 
He 
also had carefully examined speci­ 
mens of Hauptm ann’s penmanship. 
He had studied the various charts 
the state had introduced in connec­ 
tion with the handwriting. * 
Reilly drew the witness’ attention 
to charts prepared by Albert S. Os­ 
born, dean of 
the 
state’s 
chiro- 
graphical corps. 
Q.—I show you the ransom nur­ 
sery note and call your attention to 
the “d’\ Do you find on Mr.

GOVERNORS FOR CARS 
If the speed of all automobiles was limited by a governor or other­ 
wise to 25 miles an hour the accidents that result solely from driving in 
excess of that speed would end. Obviously this is so, but it requires only 
a moment more of reflection to realize that the limitation itself might 
cause accidents. There are times when it is not only desirable but neces­ 
sary to put on a burst of speed to avoid them. 
In Massachusetts Morgan T. Ryan, the registrar of motor vehicles, 
has proposed that governors be placed upon the automobiles of persons 
who have been involved in accidents attributed to reckless driving. He 
first proposed governors upon all automobiles registered in the state, to 
hold them to 45 or 50 miles an hour. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Ryan’s proposal is too rigid, probably, to be of 
value. For even 15 or 20 miles an hour may be a dangerous speed un­ 
der some conditions. 
No governor has been ii.vented that will auto­ 
matically reduce the speed of a car when the roads are covered with Ice 
or wet leaves, while on modern highways and in modern cars a care­ 
ful driver may go faster than 50 miles an hour without danger. Limit­ 
ing the speed of cars driven by persons with a record of recklessness sug- 
gets locking the garage door after the car has been smashed.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS 
Trustworthy information from many sources, including the Federal 
Reserve Board and the Bureau of Labor Statistics, shows that Decem­ 
ber was marked by sharp gains in factory employment, payrolls and in 
general business conditions. 
There are, in fact, many signs to show that the whole economic 
situation, and especially the prospects for the future, is vastly improved 
as compared with that existing a year ago or with any other period of the 
depression. Employment, in fact, shows a more substantial gain than in 
any monthly period in the last 15 years. 
Employment payrolls are now higher than they were in the fall of 
1931 and it is especially significant that the most pronounced improve­ 
ment has taken place in the durable goods industries, which have hith­ 
erto been lagging far behind industries producing foods and textiles and 
other goods for more or less immediate consumption. 
Steel orders increased in number and tonnage last week, accom­ 
panied by renewed pressure from automobile manufacturers for deliveries, 
while stimulated activity in the great rubber factories of Akron, Ohio, 
has brought a $2,000,000 pay increase to 40,000 workers. 
Latest railway freight figures, electric power consumption, bank 
clearings and retail trade improvement have all contributed to the de­ 
velopment of a brighter business picture. 
The general situation is encouraging. Continuance of the obvious 
and definite economic trend sustains the hope that the time is not far 
distant when recovery will reach such proportions that the relief load, 
which is now such a substantial item in state and federal budgets, will 
be reduced materially.

HARRISBURG, February 1—Be 
cause more than half of the school 
districts in Pennsylvania at pre­ 
sent are unable to support high 
schools, or do not have enough 
pupils to wairent establishment of 
a high school, residents and school 
directors of the districts have no 
direct supervision of the instruct­ 
ion of their boys and girls whom 
they send to high school of neigh­ 
boring districts. 
nils situation can be remedied 
through changing existing school 
laws to provide for larger units of 
school organization and adminis­ 
tration, according to Dr. James N. 
Rule, superintendent of public in­ 
struction. Such a step also would 
eliminate almost entirely the dif­ 
ficulties in payment of high school 
tuition now encountered by hun­ 
dreds of rural school districts, he 
said. Several thousand rural boys 
and girls of high school age, at one 
time or another during the past 
three years, have been denied op­ 
portunity 
to 
attend 
secondary 
schools because overdue tuition pay­ 
ments could not be met by their 
home districts. 
There are 1424 school districts in 
Pennsylvania which have no high 
schools. This represents 55 per cent 
of the total of 2582 school districts. 
In addition, there are 1536 districts 
that employ ten or fewer teachers. 
More than five hundred districts 
have fewer than one hundred pupils 
in daily attendance in their schools. 
Merger of these small school dis­ 
tricts into community or county 
units, taking in larger areas, would 
give greater opportunity for home 
rule in the offerings of the schools 
fOT the children of the entire area. 
Transportation routes could be sim­ 
plified, and the difficulties of high 
school tuition could be eliminated, 
according to experiences in other 
states where the larger unit plan 
has been placed in operation. Such 
reorganization also would provide 
for economical and efficient tax 
collection, 
school . administration, 
budgetary control, planning and 
maintenance of school plants, and 
purchase of textbooks, supplies and 
equipment.

Faulty Brakes 
Are Blamed In 
35 Auto Deaths 


Defective Steering Appa­ 
ratus Also To Blame 
For Accidents 


HARRISBURG, Feb. 1.—Defective 
brakes, one of the major mechani­ 
cal hazards at which compulsory 
motor vehicle inspections are direct­ 
ed, claimed at least 35 lives in Penn­ 
sylvania last year. 
The department of revenue’s di­ 
vision of safety received reports of 
1756 accidents caused by inefficient 
or poorly adjusted braking equip­ 
ment. Of these, 35 were fatal acci­ 
dents, 1036 resulted in non-fatal in­ 
juries and 685 caused property dam­ 
age only. 
Similarly, defective steering ap­ 
paratus caused 552 accidents, of 
which 18 were fatal and 328 resulted 
in non-fatal injuries. 
Commenting on these figures, the 
division said: 
“Under modem traffic conditions, 
motorists are practically inviting 
accidents when they drive cars which 
are not mechanically sound. 
The 
average driver’s tendency to take 
chances is, in itcelf, sufficient to 
wreck thousands of cars and make 
the highways unsafe. 
Defective 
equipment aggravates an already 
critical situation. 
“Through the current inspection 
campaign the commonwealth ex­ 
pects to reduce mechanical defects 
as a factor in 1935 accidents. Own­ 
ers nave until March 31 to obtain 
official stickers and comply with the 
letter of the law. They can conform 
to the spirit of the law more closely 
by putting their cars in perfect run­ 
ning condition immediately. Early 
Inspections pay dividends in safety.’

LIQUOR SITUATION

Editor News: 
Some time ago a correspondent 
quoted two Bible verses commend­ 
ing the use of wine. I wish to quote 
some which condemn wine—“Wine 
is the poison of dragons and the 
cruel venom of asps.”—Deut. 32:33. 
“Look not thou upon the wine when 
it is red, when it giveth his colour 
in the cup, when it moveth itself 
aright. At the last it biteth like a 
serpent and stingeth like an adder.” 
—Prov. 23:31,32. “Wine is a mocker, 
strong drink is raging, and whoso­ 
ever is deceived thereby is not wise.” 
—Prov. 20:1. 
C. S. Tanner says, “Six different 
words are used when speaking of 
the products of the wine. Our Eng­ 
lish word “wine” and the Greek 
“oinos” are used for both the fer­ 
mented and the unfermented juices. 
The wine that is commended is the 
unfermenfced juice, the wine that is 
condemned is the fermented (alco­ 
holic) juice. 
The Hebrew words 
most generally used were “yayinand 
“tirosh.” 
It is “yayin” that is a 
mocker; “yayin” that made Lot 
drunk; it was “yayin” which Daniel 
refused. 
It was “yayin” to which 
Solomon gave himself with the ulti­ 
mate conclusion that it was folly. 
“Tirosh” ranks next to “yayin” in 
the number of times it is used in 
the Bible. It is the term used speci­ 
fically of the fresh grape juice. It 
was "tirosh” with which God was 
to reward Israel, along 
with 
the 
flocks and herds. (Deut. 7:12-15). 
It was “tirosh” in sacrificial use 
»that cheereth God and man. About 


30 times in the Scriptures wine is 
definitely praised and in every case 
except one “tirosh” is used—in that 
one case an equivalent is used. No­ 
where does “tirosh” appear where 
wine Is condemned. 
The wine, 
“tirosh,” that is praised is not the 
same substances as the wine “ya­ 
yin,” that is condemned.” This ex­ 
planation may dispel some 
con­ 
fusion that is caused by our generic 
word, wine. 
From another writer, G. W. Sam­ 
son, I quote the following: “There 
is but one plain allusion In the Old 
Testament to wine used as a medi­ 
cine (Prov. 31:6), and this is in per­ 
fect accord with the laws of the 
priests of Egypt and of India, with 
both of which Solomon had com­ 
merce; intoxicating wine being used 
only to produce stupefaction and 
rest to the nerves in acute pain, and 
as an anaesthetic in surgical oper­ 
ations when deadness to sensibility 
was necessary.” 
In 1884 John B. 
Finch said, “Fermented wine can­ 
not be said to be a good creature 
of God anymore than the pistol or 
bowie knife.” 
We are certainly learning anew 
that the alcohol found in beer, wine, 
etc., today is as harmful as the 
alcohol found in the drinks of Bible 
times—that it is a poison, a habit 
forming drug. 
Scientists now tell 
us it is a depressant, not a stimu­ 
lant as was once supposed. 
Since 
repeal most of us have not, as yet, 
witnessed the poverty caused by 
drink, but the effect most noticeable 
seems to be the increased number 
of accidents caused by intoxicated 
(not drunken) drivers and pedes­ 
trians. 
Official figures show the. 
following respective increases in 
drunken driver arrests since repeal: 
New York 25 per cent, Massachu­ 
setts 37 per cent, Philadelphia 300 
per cent, District of Columbia 42 per 
cent, Rhode Island 100 per cent, 
Pennsylvania 77 per cent, New Jer­ 
sey 37 per cent, Cincinnati 380 per | 
cent, North Carolina 26 per cent, j 
New Orleans 122 per cent, Los An- i 
geles 479 per cent, New Hampshire j 
43 per cent.

“I was suspicious of the money,” 
averred Streppone. “Gold had been 
recalled in March. 
But when I 
started to send one of the children 
out to change one of the bills Fisch 
said he would bring in the change 
the next day. 
“Three days later he came back 
carrying a box about the size of a 
shoe box, wrapped in heavy paper 
and tied with heavy twine. It was 
about 2 p. m. He asked me to keep 
the box until he returned at night. 
I took it. It didn’t weigh much. I 
believe the ransom money was in 
it. Fisch came back at 10 p. m., and 
took it away.”

FOR LONG PERIOD 


HARRISBURG. Feb. 1.—The Bu­ 
reau of Motor Vehicles today ad­ 
vised motorists to follow the safe 
and sure way of getting 1935 oper­ 
ators’ licenses by filling out their 
own applications. 
“Permitting a friend or agent to 
fill out an application may unwit­ 
tingly result in a two-years’ sus­ 
pension of driving privileges,” the 
bureau said. 
“The Financial Responsibility Act 
requires that every applicant for a 
license must answer correctly sev­ 
eral questionò regarding his acci­ 
dent record. The answers are sub­ 
ject to check against the records 
maintained 
by the 
Division 
of 
Safety. 
“Those who delegate another per- 
.son to apply for their licenses and 
to fill out the application form, 
take an unnecessary chance that 
the agent may give incorrect an­ 
swers. 
“Since each application bears the 
.signature of the applicant, the lat­ 
ter is accountable for the state­ 
ments made and is liable to the pen- 
aity—two years’ suspension of oper­ 
ating privilege—for misstatements. 
The fact that someone eLse made 
the mistake while doing what the 
operator is required to do for him­ 
self would not eliminate the dan­ 
ger of incurring the penalty. 
“No operator should be willing to 
take this risk merely because it may 
be more convenient or a little fast­ 
er to have someone else get his li­ 
cense for him.

Moscow Wants Loan Of $2 
For Every Dollar Paid 
To United States 


UNITED STATES NOT 
FOR SUCH PROGRAM

WASHINGTON, Feb. L—New­ 
ly established American-Russian 
relations were seriously impaired 
today by the collapse of nego­ 
tiations for settlement of the 
American 
debt 
and 
damage 
claims against the communist 
regime. 
Determined that not one penny 
of Uncle Sam’s money will be used 
to finance trade wtih Soviet Russia 
«o long as Moscow refuses to agree 
i 
a just settlement, the state de­ 
partment plans to seek dissolution 
of the federal export-import bank 
for Russia. 
To Propose Dissolution. 
Assistant Secretary of State R. 
Walton Moore, chairman of the 
bank, will propose its dissolution at 
a meeting of the board of directors 
to be held shortly. 
The bank was formed with $11,- 
000,000 capital to help finance the 
ue elopment #of trade with the So­ 
viets. Its functioning, however, was 
contingent upon a settlement of the 
debt issue. 
Collapse of the negotiations was 
due to Moscow's persistent efforts 
to induce this government to loan 
it $2 for every $1 it agreed to pay 
back on the debt apd damage claims. 
Moscow wanted an outright 20-year 
cash loan of $100,000,000 and the 
promise of another $100,000,000 in 
credits from the export-import bank 
in return for its willingness to pay 
$100,000,000 on the American claims, 
which total between $400,000,000 and 
$500,000,000. 
No Cash Loan. 
The United States was prepared 
to reduce its claims to as low as 
$150,000,000 and grant Soviet Rus­ 
sia revolving short term credits but 
no cash loan. Moscow’s rejection of 
this proposal prompted Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull to issue a formal 
statement declaring: 
“In view of the present attitude 
of the Soviet government, I feel we 
cannot encourage the hope that any 
agreement is now possible. 
There 
•eems to be scarcely any reason to 
doubt that the negotiations which 
seemed so promising at the start 
must now be regarded as having 
come to an end.’* 
The department’s attitude in the 
debt issue will remain deadlocked 
until Moscow presnts a more reason­ 
able proposal.

tion of pure soap and tepid water. 
Accumulations of soot, ash, unburn­ 
ed oil and tar have resulted in sul­ 
phur compounds accumulating on 
the plants. Brown spots, which often 
occur on evergreens, sometimes are 
due to this sulphur burning. 
In large planted areas a meta­ 
phosphate solution 
should 
prove 
satisfactory. This solution may be 
made by mixing two and one-half 
pounds of meta-phosphate crystals 
to a gallon of water, to which a bar 
of pure soap, which has been dis­ 
solved in water, is added. This sat­ 
urated solution should be thorough­ 
ly stirred, after which it may 
be 
mixed with 25 to 50 gallons of water. 
A small spraying apparatus may be 
used when applying the solution. 
Both the upper and under sur­ 
faces of the evergreens should be 
sprayed and the solution allowed to 
remain for one-half 
hour, 
after 
which the evergreens 
should 
be 
thoroughly rinsed with water. This 
meta-phosphate 
solution 
removes 
the oil and tar binder which holds 
the accumulation of sooty material 
to the evergreehs. 
Smaller mixtures of this solution 
may be made for use on the aver­ 
age home grounds using 10 ounces 
of meta-phosphate crystals 
to 
a 
quart of water, to which one-quarter 
bar of soap has been added. This 
solution then can be used in a con­ 
venient hand sprayer after it has 
been mixed with 6 to 12 gallons of 
water.

In two other states, legislative 
enactment of a bill convening a con- 
^ stitutional convention has 'veen in­ 
validated by state supreme courts 
on tbe grounds that the legislature 
cannot change the basic law of the 
people w’hich creates it and author­ 
izes Its functions. 
The Ruth bill, sponsored by the 
administration of Gov. George H 
Earle, provides election of dele­ 
aves at a special election May 14, 
to meet June 4 in convention wi th­ 
ou a referendum to permit voters 
fx) determine whether they w’ant a 
convention to meet. 
The lack of 
this provision is one of the chief 
differences between the Democratic 
and Republican proposals for con­ 
stitutional revision. 
The most^ recent court test of 
legislative authority to convene a 
constitutional convention came in 
Indiana in 1917. The supreme court 
there decided, 4 to 1, that the legis­ 
lative act providing for election of 
delegates w'as unconstitutional. The 
minority opinion of one asserted the 
legislature had such authority be­ 
cause it was not expressly denied 
by the constitution. 
Prior to the Indiana case, 
the 
North Dakota supreme court hand­ 
ed down a similar decision in 1896, 
asserting: 
‘’The declared sense of the Amer­ 
ican people 
cannot but be re­ 
ceived with great respect and rever­ 
ence; and It appears to be the al­ 
most universal will— that conven­ 
tions to alter the constitution shall 
not be called at the instance of the 
legislature 
without the 
previous 
sanction of the people by whom 
those constitutions were ordained.” 
Pennsylvania has never had 
a 
test case on the question, although 
Attorney General Charles J. Mar- 
glottl is reported ready to go be­ 
fore the supreme court with a “case 
stated” or friendly suit if the ad­ 
ministration’s bill without a refer­ 
endum on calling the convention is 
enacted. Six previous constitutional 
conventions have been submitted to 
the people and three of them were 
agreed to and the conventions were 
held. The constitution of 1789 was 
adopted 
without 
a 
preliminary 
referendum but no court test was 
made of the legislature’s authority 
to call the convention.

PRO FOOTBALL STILL IN 
INFANCY 
That 21-0 defeat the Chicago Bears 
handed the New York Giants out in 
California last Sunday may have 
been something for the Windy City 
to cheer about, but it doesn’t look 
like good business on the part of the 
National football league. 
Just what does that game make 
the New York Giants? During the 
regular league season the Bears win 
two games from them. The post- 
ie?' 
victory of last Sunday makes 
three. 
The world’s champions, on 
the other hand, win only one game 
from the Bears, yet they grab all the 
bouquets. 
It is probably just one of those 
things that will have to be ironed 
©ut in the future. It is, most cer­ 
tainly, better to have them occur 
later on when pro football has be­ 
come established definitely. 
The claim to the title which the 
(Diants have, while genuine, does 


look a little irregular. The Bears, 
you will recall, went through the 
lec-gue campaign without a defeat. 
They have beaten the Giants three 
times in four starts, yet the one de­ 
feat they suffered carried away the 
world’s title. Of course, the Bears 
cannot deny the right of the Giants 
to the title, they knew all the rules 
when they were playing all four of 
those games. 
But suppose the St. Louis Cardi­ 
nals, after winning the National 
league pennant and the world’s se­ 
ries, extended their season until 
they had played a series with both 
the New York Giants and Detroit 
Tigers in California during Novem­ 
ber. Suppose, too, that in each of 
these series the Cardinals were se­ 
verely trounced. 
If such a policy became a custom­ 
ary practice in baseball, the world’s 
series would become equivalent to 
the spring exhibition games that are 
played before the regular season 
starts. 
The idea, not only would fail to 
draw, but it would probably put 
baseball completely out of business. I 
However, that is the practice being 
followed by big-league football. The 
difference is that pro football, still 
in an experimental stage, has not 
yet accumulated years of historical 
tradition or set policies by which to 
be guided. The game is not yet old 
enough to be bothered by either 
statutory or common laws of the or­ 
ganization. 
Pro football will learn as it ages 
that there are many problems, large 
and small, which have to be taken 
care of. Baseball still finds plenty 
to worry about but it has already 
taken care of the chronic diseases. 
The ones that bother it now are new 
ones which have developed since the 
game was established. Professional 
football, though, still has many of 
the chronic ailments for which rem­ 
edies must be discovered in the lab­ 
oratories of the expert gridiron 
chemists.
